New Law' Classes Operators 
As Chauffeurs Where Com­ 
pensation Is Received 


T hat 
the new motor 
vehicle law 
absolutely prohibits 
boys under 
18 
years of age from operating delivery 
or com m ercial cars, and requires all 
such drivers above 18 to take out a 
chauffeur's license, was called to the 
attention of many local business men 
yesterday and today by M. F. Brown 
and M. B. Hicks, who were here rep­ 
resenting the Motor Vehicle d e pa rt­ 
m ent in a dem onstration of ad just­ 
ments of headlights and to advise 
business men of the provisions a s re­ 
gards the employment of men to drive 
delivery cars. 
More than one hundred local busi­ 
ness men w ere called upon and appli­ 
cation blanks were left with them to 
forward 
to the 
departm ent 
for li­ 
censes for men in their employ. The 
names with 
whom the applications 
were left 
were taken by the re pre ­ 
sentatives, and if they are not filed 
with the departm ent within a reason ­ 
able time, investigations will be made. 
The new law- specifies particularly 
that any person who operates an autr- 
mobile in the transportation of per­ 
sons or property and who receive« 
any com pensation for such services, 
wages, commission, or otherwise, paid 
directly or indirectly, or w;ho as ow n­ 
er or employe, operates an autom o­ 
bile carrying passengers or pro perty 
for hire, is a chauffeur, and m ust *e- 
curo a license. No one under 18 years 
of 
age can 
secure 
a chauffeur's li­ 
cense. Application by 
a man between 
18 and L’l years of age must be en ­ 
dorsed by parent, or guardian. 
T here 
are many 
instances w here 
boys under 18 are hirer! as clerks, 
with operation of a delivery c a r a 
part of their duty. Interpretation 
of 
the law by the m otor vehicle d epart­ 
ment classes such boys as chauffeurs, 
and as a license cannot be issued, to 
anyone under 18 years of age, such 
boys are entirely eliminated as pos­ 
sible clerks where driving a delivery 
car is part of their duty. 
M erchants should hear in mind that 
any man in their employ who is en­ 
gaged part of the tim em in driving a 
delivery car must, have a chauffeur’s 
license.
